The note sent to Berlin by Premier
Brland of France in which Germnny
was informed that the sending of Gov¬
ernment troops into Upper Silesia would

Co ibe Considered by France as a violation
of the Versailles Treaty, had an influ¬
ence In bringing about a decision on the
part of several Deputies to Join the ele¬
ments rsady to accept the allied ulti¬
matum.
The French Premier's communication

was generally viewed hero as betraying
an overzcaloun desire to stimulate among
Reichstag parties opposition to signing
the Entente terms. Leading Democratic
Deputies declared b'esterday that accept¬
ance of the ultimatum would be the most
"effective way of counteracting French
aspirations, and contended that a sincere
effort on the part of Germany to carry
"put the conditions of the ultimatum
would strengthen her ease in the United
States and England.

New German Chancellor Is
Sure of Good Backing.

Dr. Wlrth. the new German Chan-
J'ellor. appears to have hack of him m
.his policy of accepting: the allied repa-
ration terms the acth e support, of til
the large German political parties, save
¦the German People's Part}- (the Volfc.''-
pnrtei), formerly the National Liberals,
which is headed by Dr. Gustav Strese-
mann. This party has anions Its mem¬
bers many of Germany's Pading Indus¬
trialists, and while H does not favor aC-

'¦captance of the allied terms, it is agreed
to accept the ultimatum as "the inevi¬
table."

Dr. Wlrth is a member of the Cen¬
trist. or Clerical, party and comes from
South Germany. He did not come into
prominence until last year. When the
-Cabinet of Dr. Herman Mueller was
organized on March 27. 1920, he was
.named to the portfolio of Finance. Be¬
fore that he was Minister of Finance In
the Baden Government, a member of
the Baden Diet and a Centrist leader io
South Germany. He became Finance
Minister In the Chblnet ofg£hized bjj
Konstantln Peh rentalok on June 01,
1920.
With the Majority Socialists (Right

wing), the Centrists and the Democrats
represented in the new Ministry, the
Wlrth Cabinet has a potential strength
of about 335 votes In the Reichstag.
The vote of the Coalition parties are

divided as follows: Majority Socialists,
1#5; Clericals, 95; Democrats, 75.
One of the strongest men in the Wirth

Ministry is Dr. Gustav Bauer, who Is one
of the leaders of the Majority Socialists,
the party of President Kbe.rt and the
strongest political organization in Oer-
many. Dr. Bauer has headed two Min¬
istries before this, the first having been
organized on June 21. 1919.
Four of the new Ministers (vere mem¬

bers of the Bauer Cabinet of March 15.
1920. and they hold the same portfolios
they held then. They arc Herrcn Schlf-
fer (Democrat), Johann Glesbert (Cen¬
trist), Geasler (Democrat) and Sllber-
schmldt (Majority Socialist and labor
leader).
The Rev. Dr. von TJrauns. a member

of the Centrist party, was Minister of
I^abor In the Fehrenbach Cabinet.

Tt will be seen, therefore, that a ma¬
jority of the new Cabinet members are
what are termed In Germany "profes¬
sional Ministers."

George Harvey, United States Am.
bassador to Great Britain, was wel¬
comed by a crowd that jammed thq
terminal ol' Waterloo Station when he
armed in London this evening-. "I am
tired from, getting here but overjoyed
to be here," Colt Harvey said
When the train stopped a great

gathering of persons who had turned
out to welcome him, including diplo¬
mat/?, members of the nobility, per.
sons prominent in society and a large
representation of American residents,
pressed forward eager to shake hands
and have a word with him.

J. Butler Wright, counsellor of the
American Embassy, who had met the
new Ambassador at Southampton, intro¬
duced John R. Monck, representing Earl
Curzon of Kedleeton, British Foreign
Secretary, and others, including Lord
Desborough. president of the Pilgrims;
Lord Winslow Forbes-Robertson and
the French Ambassador and the Secre¬
tary of the Japanese Embassy. Earl
Curzon, who had waited a long time,
was forced to leave in order to keep an
appointment because of the lateness of
the train.
Ambassador Harvey plainly was im¬

pressed by the greeting given to hiin and
beamed while he tried to shake hands
with everybody.
"We Americans realize," he told Eng¬

lish newspaper men, "that we must now
pass from recollection of the Immediate
past to action and attention if we are
to grapple successfully with the prob¬
lems of the present. You, in England,
as all the world knows, are striving to
do your part. We Americans are try¬
ing to help. Never was there a time
when America felt more her moral ob-
ligation to the mother country.

"I am directed by my Government to
extend to you in England the full co-
operation of America in all good works.
Acting together this great empire and
the great Republic, shoulder to shoulder
and hand in hand, cannot fall to save
themselves and to save the world."

Mr. Harvey received the embassy at-1
tachcs to-night. He will visit the For-
eign Office to-morrow and on Thursday
will be received by the King.
Southampton, Eng., May 10..In re¬

sponse to an address of welcome by
Alderman Pearce, formerly. Mayor of
Southampton, Ambassador Harvey said :

"I am glad to have this opportunity of
expressing the message of good will,
cheer and hopo which my President has
commissioned me to convey to the King.
"We must realize that he must pass

from recollection to action if we are to
gTapple with the great problems of the
present and the future. You have more
than our sympathy, for there never was
a time when America felt so keenly the
moral obligation site feels to the mother
country.

LONDON CABINET MEETS
THREE TIMES IN DAY

Gravity of Coal Crisis Is Not
Lsssmnod.

London, .May 10..Another Cabinet
Council wM. held to-day, the third within
twenty-four hours, to discuss the stt.ua-:
q.tion created by the coal crisis.
The executive committee of the Trans¬

port Workers Federation held a four
hour session, at which it was resolved to
maintain the embargo declared against
foreign coal. The Rallwaytnen's Union
has taken no decisive action as yet. but
meetings of the railroad, men, especially
in north England, are demanding a na¬
tional stoppage of coal traffic for Sun-
day.
The gravity of the situation has In no

way been lessened. The Government Is
hesitating to adopt new restrictive meas¬

ures, hut It is understood to be ready. If
necessary, further to curtail travelling!
facilities and place restrictions on the
use of petrol.

HALT PALESTINE-BOUND JEWS.

ACCEPTED BY GERMANY

Time Limit Would Have Been
Up To-morrow.

Germany had until midnight May 12
to decide upon a categorical answer.

yes or no.as to whether she would
accept these allied terms. m
The terms the Germans have accepted

include as the main feature, the payment
of a capital sunt of 135,000,000,000 gold
marks in reparations to the Allies or

approximately $33,760,000,000. Other
demands included:

Complete disarmament of Germany's
military, naval and aerial forces as
called for by the Treaty of Veraa&lUea.

Trial by the high court at Lelpslc of
the persons accused by the Allied Powers
of "having committed acts In violation
of the laws and customs of war."
Germany must pay within twenty-

five days 1,000,000,000 marks la gold,
approved oreign bills or drafts at three
montha on the German Treasury, in¬
dorsed by approved German banks in
London. Paris, New York or other places
designated by the Reparations Commis¬
sion.
These payments will be treated as ths

first two quarterly instalments of the
amount due on Germany's liability to
pay 2,000,000,000 marks yearly and 26
per cent, of the amount of her exports
to be credited to her against the 135,-
000,000,000 marks gold total reparations
payments, which are to be guaranteed
by a scries of bond issues.
Germany, subject to the prior ap¬

proval of the Reparations Commission,
is to provide such material and labor
as any allied Power may require toward
the restoration and development of its
industrial and economic life.

Receipts from the 50 per cent levy on
German exports decided upon at the
London conference shall be credited to
Germany under the present arrange¬
ments.
Any surplus receipts from the interest

and sinking fun payments and the ex¬

port tax shall be applied to paying sim¬
ple interest, not exceeding 2% per cent.,
from May 1, 1921, to May 1, 1926, on
the balance of the debt not covered hj'
the bond issues authorized.

The French control
officer took refuge !n the Kosel bar-
racks and the Poles opened fire on him
there, according to Interallied Commis¬
sion reports.
Numerous casualties are reported to

have occurred at the Krandridn Rail¬
way station when the Poles drove out
the Germane after three days' continu¬
ous fighting.

GERMAN PATROLS IN
SILESIA LYNCH A POLE

Confessed to Killing Ger¬
mans, Then Disappeared.
Ratibok, Upper Silesia, May IN)..Ger-

man patrols crossed the Oder River Into
Upper Silesia Just before daylight yes-
terday morning and captured six Poles,
one of whom was suspected of killing a
number of Germans. The leader of the
patrol, a civilian, 33 years of age, de¬
clared tho Pole had admitted the kill¬
ings. When asked what he was going
to do about it, the patrol leader said:
"He was taken ten paoes away and

two man were detailed to attend to him
.he disappeared, but probably could be
found floating down the Oder."
Ammunition has been received here

from Breslau and from Oppeln. and
German citizens are being armed and
told to defend themselves.

Italian troops here declare they have
lost severely In recent fighting against
the Poles, and appear to be greatly In¬
censed.

Rome, May 9..Expresaions of indig¬
nation over the Italian fatalities during
the fighting in Upper Silesia are con¬
tinuing to appear In the Italian press.
The Tribnna deplores the shootings and
expresses the view that nothing good
will come out of all the turmoil.
"The beat outcome of this strajige fic¬

tion of mounting guards by the inter¬
allied authorities will be to have the
practice hereafter placed definitely out¬
side the pale," says thin newspaper.

WILD FLUCTUATIONS
IN ARGENTINE MARKET

Dollar Exchange Falls From
1.49 to 1.22, Rises to 1.40.

* Buenos aires. May id..The most vlo-
lent fluctuations In foreign exchange to
many years occurred to-day, throwing
the exchange market Into something like
a stnte of panic. Telegraphlo quotations
on the American dollar fell from 1.49 to
1.22 with swift ups and downs, but later
recovered and closed at 1.40.

Other foreign money suffered corre¬
sponding fluctuations. It was reported
that the immediate cause was the action
of one bank in throwing £200,000 sterling
Into the market. The disturbance was
accompaled by rumors that the Govern¬
ment contemplated releasing gold for
export and also that financial disturb¬
ances were going on in New York.

AALAND ISLANDS
GIVEN TO FINLAND

Commission's Report to League
Favors Retention of Fin¬

nish Sovereignty.

Bp (h» Associated Press.
Geneva. May 10..The A&l&nd Islands

Commifjslon, of which Abram L EUcus of
New York Is a member, has submitted
Its report 10 the League of Nations here,
recommending that the Islands remain
under Finnish sovereignty, with guar¬
antees for the safeguarding of the Swe¬
dish populationa
The commission, whose report was

unanimous, holds that the Islands are

too small for Independence and rejects
the Idea of awarding the Islands to
Sweden for several reasons. The guar¬
antees specified by the commission, the
report says, would be accepted by Fin¬
land and may be made through amend¬
ing the autonomy laws voted In favor
of the Islands by the Finnish Diet on

May 7, 1920.
The guarantees for the benertt of the

large Swedish population of the Islands
Include preservation of the Swedish lan¬
guage by its compulsory use In schools;
the right of preemption of property in
ease foreigners offer to buy, thus pre¬
venting non-residents of the Islands
from acquiring too great a proportion of
the property: the right to vote to be
granted to those who are not natives
only after a live years' residence, and
the right of the islanders to present a
list of three names from which Finland
may select a Governor-General.
